Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to the official Notices taken the 
Examiner wants to point out that while applicant may challenge the examiner's use of Official Notice, applicant needs to provide a proper 
challenge that would at least cast reasonable doubt on the fact taken notice of. See MPEP 2144.03 where In re Boon is mentioned 
.Applicant argues that there's a fundamental difference between the news clipping program and the game program recited. The Examiner 
is keeping her position that the steps being claimed would have be performed the same regardless if they were implemented in a news 
program or a game program and therefore is an obvious variation and therefore is not a patentable distinction. The modification to change 
Herz from a news program to a game program is to attract younger viewers to the system. 
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
